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REPORT  OF  OFFICERS  AND  DIRECTORS 


The  year  ending  April  30,  1921,  resulted  in  an  excess  of  all 
expenditures  over  income  of  $9,525.  In  figuring  this  deficit 
the  unrestricted  legacies  which  we  have  received  have  been 
placed  in  the  capital  account.  We  mention  this  fact  because 
some  societies  regard  such  legacies  as  income.  Unless  our 
income  for  the  coming  year  is  much  larger  than  our  income  for 
the  past  year  our  deficit  in  1922  will  be  very  much  greater 
than  the  deficit  of  the  past  year.  These  figures  show  con¬ 
clusively  that  we  are  placed  in  this  dilemma:  either  we  must 
curtail  our  expenses,  which  means  curtailing  our  work,  or  we 
must  have  more  money. 

The  principal  causes  for  the  increase  in  expense  in  carrying 
on  our  work  are  the  great  increase  in  the  price  of  board  and 
clothing  for  the  children,  and  our  ever  increasing  activity  in 
the  care  of  children  who  have  recently  left  the  hospitals  but 
still  need  careful  attention.  As  has  been  shown  by  our 
General  Secretary  this  work  may  almost  be  said  to  be  the 
specialty  of  the  Mission  and  it  is  being  done  by  no  other 
society  to  any  extent.  It  is  work  which  the  Directors  feel 
is  extremely  desirable  to  carry  on  as  we  are  now  doing  and 
perhaps  even  more  extensively.  In  addition  to  this  special 
work  we  are  also  endeavoring  to  perform  the  same  service 
which  we  rendered  prior  to  1914  when  we  first  undertook  our 
work  with  the  hospitals. 

While  it  has  been  necessary  to  somewhat  increase  the  sal¬ 
aries  of  our  workers,  such  increase  is  responsible  for  only  a 
very  small  part  of  our  deficit. 

As  stated  in  our  report  of  last  year,  our  building  formerly 
used  as  a  Home,  at  279  Tremont  Street,  has  been  sold  and  a 
portion  of  the  money  received  has  been  spent  in  purchasing 
and  altering  20  Ashburton  Place,  which  we  hope  will  be  ready 
for  occupancy  for  office  purposes  about  December  1,  1921. 
In  the  meantime  we  are  carrying  on  our  work  at  29  Fayette 
Street. 

In  conclusion,  the  officers  of  the  Mission  again  urge  all 
those  who  are  interested  in  the  work,  not  only  to  increase 
their  subscriptions,  but  to  urge  their  friends  who  may  have 
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overlooked  the  work  which  we  are  doing,  to  help  us  in  this 
emergency.  We  cannot  continue  to  carry  on  our  present 
good  work  unless  we  have  immediate  prospects  of  an  increased 
income  with  which  to  meet  our  expenses.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY. 


Every  effort  has  been  exerted  in  the  past  year  to  the  end 
that  the  work  may  fill  the  greatest  need,  fitting  into  its  place 
with  other  agencies  in  the  general  plan  for  the  interest  of 
childhood.  We  trust  that  in  the  development  of  higher 
efficiency  and  in  perfection  of  technique  there  is  retained, 
throughout  the  work  of  the  Mission,  the  spirit  of  human 
kindness,  and  we  are  confident  that  the  work,  economically 
administered,  can  show  lasting  results. 

The  Council  of  Social  Agencies,  of  which  the  Mission  is  a 
charter  member,  is  a  valuable  agency  for  co-ordination  of 
social  work  and  will  cause  progressive  agencies  to  consider 
themselves  less  from  the  individualistic  point  of  view  and 
more  in  relation  to  the  place  which  each  should  hold  in  the 
whole  social  scheme.  It  will  certainly  aid  us  in  our  plan  to 
avoid  duplication  of  work  and  to  strengthen  our  efforts  on 
the  lines  of  greatest  need. 

Looking  for  some  uncovered  field  of  need,  we  found  in 
1914  that  care  for  children  under  hospital  treatment  was 
avoided  by  most  societies  on  account  of  the  great  expense  as 
well  as  the  difficulty,  so  the  Mission  in  an  experimental  way 
undertook  this  work  as  a  supplement  to  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital.  From  the  first  this  seemed  to  fill  a  crying 
need  and,  for  seven  years  having  found  it  well  worth  the 
extra  effort  and  expense,  it  has  been  added  to  our  regular 
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work  as  a  specialty  of  the  Mission,  which  now  serves  all 
hospitals  as  formerly  it  did  only  one,  and  takes  children  in 
need  of  such  care  from  any  district  within  Greater  Boston. 

These  hospital  children  received  are  those  who  have  re¬ 
mained  in  the  hospital  as  long  as  it  is  for  their  good  yet  need 
continued  treatment,  or  those  receiving  out-patient  service 
but  whose  homes  are  unsuitable  for  them  in  their  present 
condition.  If  the  hospital  can  give  reasonable  assurance 
that  care  by  the  Mission  will  eventually  place  the  child  in  a 
position  to  care  for  itself,  it  is  taken  to  one  of  our  foster  homes, 
often  that  of  a  graduate  nurse,  and  is  while  there  treated  by 
the  same  hospital  doctor,  the  visitor  from  our  office  taking 
the  child  regularly  to  the  hospital  clinics.  This  treatment 
continues  until  the  child  can  be  restored  to  its  own  home. 
In  the  past  year  out  of  326  children  cared  for  by  the  Mission, 
1 21  have  been  of  this  type,  though  the  care  has  usually  been 
of  shorter  duration  than  has  been  that  of  many  of  our  normal 
children.  Broadly  classifying  the  ailments  of  these  hospital 
children,  they  are  as  follows: —

Practically  all  the  children  with  orthopedic  difficulties  are 
encased  in  plaster  or  strapped  to  frames,  and  it  takes  little 
imagination  to  picture  the  burden  of  care  assumed  by  the 
foster  mothers.  Such  children  require  transportation  by 
automobile,  and  an  elevator  in  our  building  is  a  necessity. 

We  quote  the  following  from  a  letter  recently  received 
from  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital: — 

“As  you  must  realize,  we  generally  bring  to  you  our  most  difficult 
placing-out  problems;  that  is,  the  patients  who  require  very  intelli¬ 
gent  care,  such  as  patients  on  plaster  shells  or  Bradford  frames.  .  .  . 

The  results  I  need  hardly  mention,  for  your  own  records  must 
prove  to  you  how  satisfactory  these  are.  This  work  certainly  would 
tend  to  produce  self-supporting  citizens.  Of  course,  the  children 
placed  with  you  are  not  old  enough  for  any  industrial  or  vocational 
training,  and  their  economic  independence  would  be  hard  to  evaluate. 
We  do  know,  however,  that  they  will  certainly  be  more  independent 
financially,  if  they  grow  up  without  any  serious  handicap,  such  as  a 
deformity,  which  they  probably  would  have  without  the  long-time 
care  which  your  society  affords  them. 
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Miss  Marble  of  our  Children’s  Clinic  says  that  without  your  agency 
she  would  find  it  impossible  to  care  adequately  for  her  heart  cases. 
The  children  that  have  been  placed  by  you  without  exception  have 
done  well,  both  during  placement  and  after  return  home,  largely 
because  of  the  training  they  have  been  receiving  in  their  foster  homes. 
She  has  never  had  a  complaint  from  any  mother,  which  is  saying  a 
great  deal.  In  that  clinic  there  are  so  many  children  not  sick  enough 
for  hospitals,  but  not  well  enough  for  the  average  home,  and  it  is  to 
the  Children’s  Mission  that  Miss  Marble  frequently  turns  for  their 
proper  care. 

You  inquire  to  what  extent  the  Children’s  Mission  is  meeting  our 
needs.  I  find,  on  inquiry,  that  the  workers  feel  that  your  agency 
accepts  practically  all  the  children  whom  we  refer  to  you,  as  needing 
special  medical  care  in  foster  homes.  This  same  type  of  service  is 
not  being  given  by  other  agencies.” 

Though  it  is  our  special  duty  to  care  for  this  type  of  child 
provided  for  extensively  by  no  other  child-placing  society ,  we  are 
considering  and  aiming  to  meet  the  needs  of  every  child  who 
comes  our  way,  whatever  the  difficulty  or  the  age,  race,  or 
faith,  and  we  have  not  slackened  our  efforts  in  behalf  of  these 
of  the  type  which  has  come  to  us  since  1849. 

Practically  every  one  of  the  579  applicants  who  came  to  our 
Department  of  Advice  and  Assistance  during  the  year  asked 
for  foster-home  care,  but  we  aim  to  do  better  than  this, — 
to  arrange,  if  possible,  for  the  child  to  stay  with  its  own  peo¬ 
ple.  Many  applications  are  referred  to  some  other  agency, 
owing  to  previous  acquaintance,  or  because  it  specializes  in 
the  particular  need,  or  on  account  of  district  covered.  Of 
865  children  whose  difficulties  we  considered  we  received  but 
187  into  our  foster-home  care. 

Families  applying  to  receive  children  are  considered  with 
greatest  care  as  to  their  respectability,  and  as  to  the  many 
points  which  indicate  fitness  to  receive  one  or  another  partic¬ 
ular  type  of  child.  During  the  year,  the  home  of  but  one  out 
of  seven  applicants  was  approved  for  use.  Approved  homes 
are  seldom  more  than  forty  miles  from  Boston,  and  are 
usually  within  fifteen  or  twent)^  miles,  where  the  children 
may  be  visited  by  their  parents  without  too  much  hardship. 

In  the  Department  of  Advice  and  Assistance  a  definite 
plan  is  made  for  each  child  received.  In  advance  of  the 
arrival  of  the  child  this  is  discussed  with  the  heads  of  the 
Departments  of  Foster  Home  Care  and  of  Home  Finding,  so, 
with  few  exceptions,  as  soon  as  the  child  arrives  and  has  had 
medical  examination  he  goes  directly  to  a  home  which  is  pre¬ 
pared  and  waiting.  Residents  in  our  building  take  a  child  in 
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charge  while  waiting  for  train  time,  and  can,  in  emergency, 
hold  overnight  as  many  as  five  children,  but  we  use  this  over¬ 
night  opportunity  infrequently,  and  very  seldom  for  more 
than  two  or  three  children. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  after  each  child  has  received  a 
most  thorough  examination  by  a  physician,  steps  are  taken  to 
correct  all  defects,  and  there  is  no  relinquishment  of  the 
medical  supervision  throughout  the  period  of  care.  Parents 
are  encouraged  to  visit  their  children,  and  we  insist  that  they 
pay  what  they  are  able  toward  support. 

The  three  departments  have  distinctly  different  functions, 
yet  the  most  successful  results  in  connection  with  each  child 
are  obtained  by  their  close  and  continuous  collaboration. 

The  old  building,  which  served  from  1866  to  1907  as  a 
Temporary  Home  and  from  that  time,  such  a  Home  being  no 
longer  necessary,  has  been  occupied  for  office  purposes,  has 
now  been  sold  and  property  has  been  purchased,  much  more 
centrally  located,  at  20  Ashburton  Place,  directly  opposite 
Ford  Hall.  Conditions,  however,  were  not  for  some  time 
advantageous  for  the  adaptation  of  the  newly  purchased 
building  to  our  needs,  so  since  March,  1921,  by  courtesy  of 
the  trustees  of  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and 
Children,  we  have  occupied  the  vacated  building  of  their 
Pope  Dispensary  at  29  Fayette  Street,  to  remain  until  our  new 
building  is  ready. 

Our  Annual  Report  of  five  years  ago  opened  with  the  state¬ 
ment  that  in  its  sixty-seventh  year  it  had  helped  1,048  chil¬ 
dren  at  an  expense  of  nearly  $47,000.  Figures  for  the  present 
year  show  our  expenditures  for  administration  increased  by 
33  per  cent,  and  those  for  maintenance  and  personal  service  to 
children  by  70  per  cent.  Though  our  rate  of  entire  increase 
is  considerably  less  than  that  of  the  general  living  expense  in 
the  country,  the  budget  has  increased  over  62  per  cent.,  but 
the  income  has  increased  less  than  49  per  cent.  The  gifts 
from  our  Sunday-schools  have  almost  held  their  own,  but 
those  of  adults  have  fallen  off  nearly  20  per  cent.  More¬ 
over,  the  present  condition  of  unemployment  has  rendered 
parents  much  less  able  to  contribute  toward  the  support  of 
their  children. 

We  have  closed  our  year  with  a  deficit  of  $9,525.02,  which 
has  been  met  by  a  loan  from  unrestricted  funds  in  our  capital 
account. 
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We  cannot  curtail  our  expense  in  the  coming  year  and  yet 
continue  to  perform  the  same  service.  Everything  in  ad¬ 
ministrative  expense  has  been  pared  down  to  the  lowest 
possible  figure.  We  must  employ  a  sufficient  number  of 
trained,  high-grade  persons,  if  we  are  to  maintain  our  stand¬ 
ards  of  work.  To  them  we  must  pay  a  living  wage  at  least. 

We  have  cut  too  far  our  educational  work  among  givers  in 
the  Unitarian  Sunday-schools,  for  years  omitting  Easter 
leaflets  and  other  matter  which  shows  them  what  this,  their 
work,  really  is. 

Shall  we  reduce  our  intake  of  children,  closing  our  doors 
for  a  time,  as  some  other  societies  have  done?  Results 
would  be  disastrous,  for  there  are  none  that  can  take  up  the 
work  that  we  lay  down.  We  must  not.  Our  subscribers 
must  not  let  us.  They  have  the  deciding  word.

THE  COMMUNITY  PLAN  FOR  CHILD  WELFARE 

AND 

THE  PLACE  OF  THE  CHILDREN’S  MISSION. 


The  children’s  agencies  of  Boston  are  associated  in  a  plan 
for  service  to  all  classes  of  children, — infants,  with  or  with¬ 
out  their  mothers,  the  dependent,  the  sick,  the  defective,  the 
wayward,  the  exposed. 

There  are  agencies  specializing  in  many  fields,  a  network 
bound  together  and  co-operating  through  the  Confidential 
Exchange  and  co-ordinated  by  the  Council  of  Social  Agencies. 

That  the  outlying  country  may  be  covered,  some  of  the 
societies  which  serve  the  whole  of  Greater  Boston  have 
agreed  to  hold  themselves  specially  responsible  to  meet  the 
needs  of  certain  cities  and  towns.  Those  assumed  by  the

The  Mission  welcomes  applications  for  children  of  Greater 
Boston  of  any  age,  race,  or  creed  who  are  in  any  form  of 
distress. 

It  works  out  their  problems,  as  far  as  possible,  through  its 
own  or  other  agency,  readjusting  family  and  home  condi¬ 
tions,  and  so  enabling  children  to  remain  at  home  or  with 
relatives,  sometimes  under  its  supervision. 

It  enlists  for  them  the  assistance  of  the  special  agencies 
most  efficient  to  serve. 

It  provides  for  them  under  its  own  care  for  shorter  or  longer 
periods,  governed  by  circumstances. 

It  co-operates  very  closely  with  the  social  service  depart¬ 
ments  of  various  hospitals,  specializing  in  service  to  their 
delicate  but  curable  children  who  need  the  help  of  a  foster 
home  with  intelligent  care  to  bring  about  their  recovery. 
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In  this  specialty  the  Mission  operates  with  equal  freedom 
in  any  Greater  Boston  district,  expecting  others  serving 
special  types  to  accept  children  of  their  specialty  from  the 
Mission  district,  thus  avoiding  the  necessity  for  duplication 
of  machinery. 

An  institution  is  found  unnecessary. 

Those  taken  into  charge  are  placed  in  carefully  selected 
private  families  at  board  or  sometimes  without  charge,  and 
are  regularly  supervised  by  paid  visitors. 

Parents  or  relatives  are  required  to  pay  what  they  are 
able  toward  support. 

Suitable  parents  are  encouraged  to  visit  their  children 
and  to  expect  reunion  at  the  earliest  possible  time. 

Religious  convictions  of  parents  and  children  are  re¬ 
spected. 

All  details  of  work  are  recorded,  causes,  conditions,  and 
results  are  studied,  and  legislation  is  influenced. 

The  Mission,  as  its  name  indicates,  is  a  work  by  children 
for  children. 

An  important  side  of  the  work  is  the  education  of  well-to-do 
children  in  helping  the  less  favored. 

Contributions  are  sent  by  the  children  in  the  Unitarian 
Sunday-schools  all  over  New  England  to  this,  their  principal 
philanthropy,  and  many  have  continued  their  gifts  through¬ 
out  mature  life. 

Adults  are  urged  to  give,  as  the  work  has  grown  far  beyond 
the  means  of  the  children. 

No  public  subsidy  is  received. 

Incorporated  to  hold  funds  in  trust,  legacies  are  earnestly 
solicited.

INCORPORATION. 


On  April  13,  1864,  in  response  to  petition  of  Albert  Fearing,  Henry  P. 
Kidder,  Thomas  Gaffield,  Charles  Faulkner,  Frederic  W.  Lincoln,  Jr., 
Warren  Sawyer,  George  Merrill,  and  William  Crosby,  the  present  work 
was  incorporated  under  the  title  “The  Children’s  Mission  to  the  Chil¬ 
dren  of  the  Destitute  in  the  City  of  Boston,”  “for  the  purpose  of  fos¬ 
tering  in  the  minds  of  the  young  a  spirit  of  Christian  sympathy  and 
active  benevolence,  and  to  adopt  such  measures  as  shall  rescue  from 
vice  and  degradation  the  morally  exposed  children  of  the  city.” 

On  January  31,  1913,  at  the  request  of  the  corporation,  the  legisla¬ 
ture  amended  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  changing  the  name  to  “The 
Children’s  Mission  to  Children,”  and  providing  that  “the  purpose  of 
said  corporation  shall  be  to  foster  in  the  minds  of  the  young  a  spirit 
of  Christian  sympathy  and  active  benevolence,  and  to  institute  such 
methods  in  behalf  of  exposed  and  otherwise  needy  children  in  the  city 
of  Boston  and  vicinity  as  will  promote  their  welfare  and  lead  to  good 
citizenship.” 

The  members  of  the  corporation  shall  consist  of  the  superintendents 
of  such  Sunday-schools  as  shall  contribute  to  the  funds  annually  not 
less  than  ten  dollars;  also,  such  individuals  as  shall  pay  annually  ten 
dollars.  And  the  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty  dollars  shall  consti¬ 
tute  a  life  membership. 


BY-LAWS. 


Article  I. — Object. 

The  object  of  this  corporation  shall  be  to  foster  in  the  minds  of  the 
young  a  spirit  of  Christian  sympathy  and  active  benevolence,  and  to 
institute  such  measures  in  behalf  of  exposed  and  otherwise  needy  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  city  of  Boston  and  its  vicinity  as  shall  promote  their  welfare 
and  lead  to  good  citizenship. 

Article  II. — Members. 

The  members  of  this  corporation  shall  consist  of  the  superintendents 
of  such  Sunday-schools  as  shall  contribute  to  its  funds  annually  not 
less  than  ten  dollars;  also,  such  individuals  as  shall  pay  annually  ten 
dollars;  and  the  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty  dollars  shall  render  a 
person  eligible  to  election  to  life  membership  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
When  any  Sunday-school  or  individual  shall  cease  to  pay  as  much  as 
ten  dollars  annually,  membership  in  the  corporation  shall  cease.  All 
Sunday-schools  regularly  contributing  shall  be  considered  branches  of 
the  Mission,  and  all  scholars  of  such  schools  who  contribute  any  sum 
shall  be  members  of  such  branch. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  duly  elected  and  serving  for  one 
year  shall  thereby  become  life  members  of  the  corporation. 

Article  III. — Officers. 

Section  i. — The  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  be  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Treasurer,  and  Clerk.  These,  with  eleven  other  per¬ 
sons,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Directors.  All  officers  and  directors 
shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or 
until  others  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified  in  their  stead.  They 
are  authorized  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  before  the  annual 
meeting.  A  General  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors,  and  shall  hold  the  office  for  one  year,  or  until  another  shall  have 
been  elected  in  his  stead. 

Section  2. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  devise, 
mature,  and  execute  measures  by  which  the  objects  of  the  corporation 
may  be  promoted.  They  shall  raise,  manage,  invest,  and  dispose  of 
its  funds.  They  shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  such  children  as 
may  be  given  up  in  writing  to  this  corporation  by  their  parents,  or 
other  persons  having  the  legal  custody  of  such  children,  for  the  purpose 
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of  adoption,  and  shall  have  authority  subsequently  to  consent  to  the 
adoption  of  such  children  by  any  suitable  person  or  persons,  whenever 
in  their  judgment  the  best  interests  of  such  children  will  thereby  be 
promoted,  such  consent  to  be  evidenced  by  the  signature  of  the  PresF 
dent  or  other  officer  when  duly  authorized  thereto  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

No  sale  or  conveyance  of  any  of  the  real  estate  of  this  corporation 
shall  be  valid  without  a  vote  of  approval  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the 
whole  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  at  any  meeting  duly  called  for  the 
purpose. 

Five  members  personally  present  at  any  meeting  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  3. — The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  charge  and  care  of  the 
finances;  shall  collect  and  receive  all  moneys,  except  those  pertaining 
to  minor  accounts  administered  by  the  General  Secretary,  and  shall 
dispose  thereof  as  shall  be  ordered  by  the  vote  of  the  Board;  and  at 
the  annual  meeting,  and  at  all  other  times  when  required,  he  shall 
render  a  full  account  of  the  pecuniary  affairs  of  the  corporation. 

Section  4. — The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of 
the  corporation  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  have  charge  of  all  their 
books  and  papers,  give  notice  of  their  respective  meetings,  and  prepare 
an  Annual  Report. 

Article  IV. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  May,  and  public  meetings  may  be  held  during  Anni¬ 
versary  Week,  and  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  appoint.  The  Board  of  Directors  may,  at  any  time,  call  special 
meetings  of  the  corporation;  and  it  shall  call  one  when  requested  to  do 
so  by  five  members  of  the  corporation.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
determine  the  place  and  hour  of  each  meeting  of  the  corporation,  and 
seven  days’  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
published  in  Boston. 

Five  members  personally  present  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the  cor¬ 
poration  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Article  V. 

Any  amendments  to  these  By-laws  proposed  at  one  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  may  be  made  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  said  Board 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  directors  present,  provided  that  in  the 
call  for  the  meeting  notice  shall  be  inserted  that  an  amendment  of  the 
By-laws  is  to  be  acted  upon.
